Carnations 


Let the plants have the benefit of a full circulation 
of air all around. Keep the ventilators wide open and 
if possible the doors, especially on hot days. Sunlight 
and fresh air are what the plants need before fire heat 
touches them. Cultivating, cleaning and watering are 
the main things to be attended to now. You can overdo 
the watering but not the other two. It is needless to 
say that no weeds should ever be allowed to get estab- 
lished among the plants; don’t wait for them to come 
nor neglect the removing of every bad leaf on the plants. 
Give the soil a thorough soaking when it is in need of 
it and don’t repeat it until it dries out—not dust dry 
for that would stunt the growth if repeated and be as 
wrong as to continuously keep it in a wet state. 


Chrysanthemums 


Make it a rule to look over the benches every morn- 
ing and water where needed, but only where needed as 
saturation all the time will work ruin now. Syringe 
only in the morning now and on clear days, so that 
before night fall all the superfluous water will have 
time to dry up. Give attention to disbudding and 
liquid feeding. Keep on feeding until the flowers 
show color. If we run into a spell of damp and 
rainy weather have a little heat run through the 
pipes. Keep the plants clear of all by-growth, so the 
full strength will be carried to the bloom. Keep them 
clear of fly by timely fumigation done carefully.

Give the palm house a good cleaning, then fill 
it up and make things attractive for the opening of an- 
other season—the best one you ever had. Only by 
carrying a good supply of salable stock can we expect 
to do business. 
Marguerites 

Suitable cuttings are not procurable on marguerites 
during the hot months but are now to be had and a 
good batch should be placed in sand at once. These 
can be grown into nice bushy plants in 6-inch or 7-inch 
pots for spring sales. When rooted they can be potted 
into 24 or 3-inch pots using any good rose or carnation 
compost. When they will stand the sun place them in 
the highest house. To keep them growing they will 
want a winter temperature of from 50 to 55 degrees 
night. These should not be allowed to suffer from 
want of a shift and be sure to give them a rich soil. If 
your old plants were carried over in the field lift and 
pot them during the present month. Be sure each has 
a good ball attached and keep them well watered and 
shaded for a few days until they cease wilting. In a 
couple of weeks they will have to be housed. 


Bulb Stock for Winter 

To make bulb growing pay a careful study is abso- 
lutely necessary to prevent waste of material. The 
smaller retail grower depends to a large extent.on the 
Dutch bulbs to furnish him flowers during the first four 
months of the year. Roman hyacinths and the paper- 
whites are the next thing on the program to be planted 
out for flowers from Christmas on. 


Stevia 
Do not leave it too late before lifting the stevia as the 
least bit of frost will injure it. For a week after they 
are lifted they will want some shade and careful hand- 
ling, but after this give them full light and in a cool 
house as they do not like to be grown too warm.

Clematis 


This popular climbing vine is too well known to our 
readers to require any detailed notes in connection with 
the picture which adorns our title page this week.

Of the several flowers now in the public eye, 
The which have responded readily to the art of 
gladiolus of the hybridist, none have made more 
rapid and sensational improvement than 
the gladiolus. The exhibitions of this flower at various 
places during the present season have brought out mater- 
ial which is nothing short of marvelous and one of the 
most interesting facts in this connection is that the 
varieties showing the greatest advancement over the old 
types are the productions of American specialists. Un- 
fortunately for these earnest workers the emoluments 
from their triumphs have been and are likely to be very 
very small so long as conditions are such that foreign 
growers can swamp our markets with stock of our own 
best production at prices with which home competition 
is next to impossible. 
Horticutture feels a bit proud 
One lesson of the fact that, although much 
of the Convention farther removed from San Fran- 
cisco than any of its competitors, 
it was able to give to its readers the most complete 
account and latest news of the Convention proceedings 
of any published last week. The record of the Conven- 
tion, summed up, would appear to fully justify the judg- 
ment of those members at the Boston Convention who 
were responsible for the acceptance of the invitation to 
take the Society to the far-away Pacific Coast. We 
might say, however, that as it appears to us, the un- 
questioned success of the San Francisco Convention lies 
not so much in the amount of direct practical work 
accomplished as in the evidence presented of the firm 
grasp which the national organization now holds upon 
the progressive horticultural interests of the country and 
in the demonstration of the rapid growth and spread 
of this sentiment of loyalty which is now in progress. 


With the big Exposition beckoning and 
The part every spare moment crowded with enter- 
of wisdom itainment of some kind, it was not to be 
expected that any great measure of seri- 
ous work could be accomplished at San Francisco and 
it is no surprise that the principal business done by a 
Convention primarily bent on sight-seeing seems to have 
been the good-natured approval and passing on to the 
Executive Board of the various projects so earnestly 
thought out and formulated for months previously and 
recommended by the President for the organic and 
structural strengthening of the Association and the sys- 
tematic development of its channels for usefulness. Ob- 
viously it is too much to expect from a gathering made 
up as S. A. F. Conventions are, that calm deliberation 
and far-seeing judgment which should underlie every 
important enactment by such an institution. Conse- 
quently the inclination to avoid the hazards of hasty 
action, by first submitting momentous matters to re- 
sponsible officials for leisurely, thoughtful consideration, 
is the part of wisdom. In our humble opinion, an appli- 
cation of a goodly portion of the same conservative 
reasoning will be in order when the time comes to decide 
whether the selection of two directors each year shall 
be cast into the impetuous politics of a convention elec- 
tion or entrusted, as hitherto, to the president-elect to 
appoint after he has had several months’ opportunity to 
study the immediate needs of the Society. 
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Lime 

If the soil used in making sod heaps had the least 
trace of acid in it, it will not be very long after planting 
that the houses will need a light dose of "lime. If green 
appears here and there on the surface of the soil, and 
the plants have not the dark color that they should have, 
or are a little soft, it is a sure sign that lime ought to 
be applied. Use pure air slacked lime, prefering lime 
bought in barrels and slacked at home, to any mixture 
that is on the market as agricultural lime. To slack 
a barrel of lime quickly, dump it into a large box and 
then sprinkle a can or two of water over it. Avoid 
using too much water as the lime might remain damp, 
and although it would be just as good for applying to 
the benches it would be worthless to blow around the 
houses at night and it is best to have the lime so that it 
can be used for both purposes at the same time. When 
applying have the lime cold and free from unslacked 
lumps. Do not apply too much all at once but just enough 
to whiten the benches nicely. We find it best to apply it 
right after watering, after the benches have dried off just 
a little, then going over the surface and rubbing the lime 
in a little. Avoid going deep, as the roots are sure to 
be disturbed, and this would harm the plants. After this 
the plants can be watered when they require it, which 
will be a little sooner, for the lime and the rubbing over 
of the surface will make them dry out a little quicker. 
Do not apply lime if the benches have just been mulched 
or if they have just received a dressing of bonemeal, 
soot, or sheep manure. The lime coming into contact 
with the last named fertilizers would release a large 
portion of the ammonia and other fertilizing elements, 
and these, suddenly turned into gases would be sure to 
harm the plants. 


Blackspot 


When tying or cutting, in fact when doing anything 
at all around the plants, always watch out for spot. 
Wherever it appears see that it is picked off at once, 
and then see that the foliage is dry at night as it should 
be. Also see that the rain does not beat in when showers 
come up and should it happen that the houses are open 
and do get wet, care for the plants properly. This 
applies especially to Beauties which are more apt to get 
it than any other rose we grow. When tying, distribute 
the wood well so that it is not bunched up too much, 
shutting out air and making it easy for the disease to 
gain a foothold. Once it gets in it will not be very 
easy to rid the plants of it, and only by good culture 
and keeping the plants growing all the time will they 
eventually grow out of it. It is well to apply a spray 
of the ammoniacal copper carbonate mixture if the at- 
tack promises to be bad at all. This is no cure, by any 
means, but it will do a good deal to keep the spot from 
spreading. Avoid overwatering at all times, at the same 
time being careful not to dry the plants out so that they 
will get a bad sethack. Beauties are very particular in 
this respect, and once severely checked it is a big under- 
taking to get them going right again. If the first few 
spots that appear are removed at once the danger of 
their spreading will be very small. Keep right after it. 


Fumigation 

As soon as the plants begin cutting, the use of tobacco 
stems for smoking should be stopped at once and other 
materials used to keep out the always-on-hand greenfly. 
It is strange where these little rascals come from, for 
no matter how clean the house was they will be sure to 
appear ‘unless it is smoked or sprayed regularly. Try 
to spray or fumigate the night before syringing. If it 
is reining so much the better for then the houses are 
sure to be tight. If hydro-cyanic acid gas is used be 
very careful to inform every one of the fact or else 
lock the house, or better still have a sign on chains 
stretched across the door, with the word, “Cyanide.” 
That ought to be sufficient warning for every one to 
keep out. The gas is very poisonus and it does not take 
very much of it to kill a person, so great care should 
be taken in using it, It is very good, however, and very 
effective and will clean out insects quicker than anything 
we know. Even snails and sow bugs were found dead in 
the morning under the benches after it had been used 
the night before. Avoid using it too strong and be sure 
to figure out the volume of air in your houses instead 
of guessing at it. You will then know just what you 
are doing and there will be no harm done by using too 
much of the deadly gas. Make sure that the houses 
are wet enough, no matter what is used for fumigation 
or spraying, otherwise the foliage is likely to get scorehed 
and this is bad for the plants, for they are still young 
and need all the leaves that they can hold. 


The Boilers 

Katydids are already singing at night, and they are 
the very first sign that frost will soon be here. It may 
not be true that frost will be here in six weeks, but 
nevertheless with their song they serve as a reminder of 
what we should prepare for. Are the boilers all right? 
Have they been looked over? Have all the necessary 
repairs arrived? All these things should be attended to 
at once. Clean all flues well and see that the smoke 
pipes are good enough to last all winter. Every loose 
joint in these interferes with the draft so they should 
all be made tight with asbestos. Make sure the dampers 
work well and that the grates are in good condition. If 
poor at all order a new set, keeping the old for emer- 
gency. Make sure that the ash pit under the boiler is 
deep enough. Shallow boiler pits are responsible for 
more grate troubles than all the flaws that may be in 
the grates themselves. Try to have at least a foot of 
air between the grates and the highest level of ashes 
ever in the pit. This will keep the grates cool and avoid 
their burning out. We once had occasion to see a new 
set of grates burned out the very first time a fire was 
made in a steam boiler, all because the ash pit was not 
clean and the grates had no chance to cool, for the heat 
reflected from the ashes was terrific. It is better to 
have the ash pit deeper than to have it too shallow. It 
ean still be changed if it is not deep enough. It will 
also make a big difference in the draft if there is plenty 
of air space under the grates. See to it now that the 
boilers are all in good shape for the coming cool, and 
ever-getting-colder nights. 
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HORTICULTURAL COLLEGE EDU- 
CATION. 


An interesting communication from 
Prof E. A. White of the Department of 
Floriculture at Cornell University was 
presented at the meeting on Thursday 
morning. Prof. White said he was 
proud to have been a pioneer in 
courses in Floriculture for young men 
at State Colleges. He was pleased with 
the change of sentiment among prac- 
tical men regarding the value of such 
courses. He said that he does not be- 
lieve the establishment of a school of 
floriculture, as a W. R. Smith memo- 
rial, to be practical, because of the high 
cost of establishment and maintenance 
and the difficulty in locating such a 
school to meet the needs of students 
in different states in which culture 
conditions vary. He recommends in- 
stead the establishing of an endow- 
ment fund for floricultural training in 
a few important educational institu- 
tions in different parts of the country 
where floriculture is now well taught. 


The apprenticeship system extant 
abroad is not practical here. Better 
courses may be developed in the agri- 


cultural colleges than at present if the 
florists will co-operate. Many American 
gardeners cannot grow plants success- 
fully because they are ignorant of them. 
A young man should take theoretical 
work in summer and practical range 
work in winter. It is difficult to get 


successful florists to permit students 
on ranges. He recommends three 
years’ theoretical work and one year 
in an up-to-date commercial range. 


THE SMOKER. 
Thursday night’s smoker was a big 
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enjoyable affair, Angelo Rossi presid- 
ing. There was a very large attend- 
ance, with music, vaudeville and a box- 
ing contest. W. F. Kasting made a 
speech, presenting to Daniel MacRorie 
President Welch’s prize offered to the 
member securing the largest number 
of new members during the year. The 
president-elect responded, stating that 
he would make the same offer next 
year and urging all to meet him at 
Houston in 1916. Mr. Rossi called 
upon President Welch who made a 
very clever speech, asserting that all 
Californians are but imported eastern- 
ers and that the east can, if necessary, 
furnish plenty of more good timber but 
it will not be needed as there is al- 
ready talent enough in the far west to 
elevate horticulture to the highest 
standard. He said he would take great 
pride in carrying back to Boston the 
news of California’s achievements and 
California’s hospitality. 


FRIDAY’S SESSION. 


The session on Friday morning was 
held at the Panama Pacific Exposition, 
President Welch in the chair. A hand- 
some bronze plaque was presented to 
the S. A. F., with appropriate senti- 
ments, by Commissioner General Chas. 
A. Vogelsang. The plaque was re- 
ceived on behalf of the Society by C. 
W. Ward, who made an address giving 
the history, growth and standing of the 
S. A. F. Park Commissioner Shearer 
of Los Angeles extended an invitation 
to attend a barbecue there on August 
26th. A magnificent beaten silver din- 
ner service was presented to President 
Welch, the presentation speech being 
made by Hans Plath. President Welch 
responded in words of grateful appre- 
ciation. It was announced that the 
Ladies’ reception would be held in the 
California Building on Friday after- 
noon. E. G. Hill then read the report 
of the committee on final resolutions 
after which the convention adjourned.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Your committee to whom was as- 
signed the duty of making report on 
recommendations contained in the an- 
nual address of President Welch beg 
to submit the following as their con- 
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clusions and recommendations as to 
some of its salient features, to wit: 


Convention Garden. 


Your committee approves of the idea 
of changing the time of selecting con- 
vention city so that the selection shall 
be made two years in advance, and 
would suggest that a committee of 
three be appointed to draft necessary 
changes in the by-laws to carry out 
this idea and present such proposed 
amendments to the next meeting of 
the Executive Board for approval and 
subsequent submission to the entire 
membership as represented at the con- 
vention. We heartily endorse the 
statement of the president of the im- 
portance from both an educational and 
cultural point of view of the establish- 
ment of Convention Gardens. 


Legislation. 


With respect to the recommendation 
as to employment of counsel to assist 
the Legislative Committee, this having 
been already acted upon by the con- 
vention, necessitates no further action. 


Washington Representative. 


We endorse and recommend your 
concurrence in the recommendation of 
the President that the Washington 
representative of this society be made 
ex-officio a member of the Executive 
Board; and further recommend that 
the same committee as above pro- 
vided for be entrusted also with the 
duty of drafting a suitable amendment 
to the constitution to carry this recom- 
mendation into effect. 


Election of Directors. 


We endorse the recommendation otf 
the president favoring the election in- 
stead of the appointment of the two 
annually retiring members of the 
Board of Directors; and further re- 
commend the concurrence of the con- 
vention in the same and the reference 
to the same committee hereinbefore 
provided for to draft suitable amend- 
ment to the constitution to carry this 
into effect. 


Credentials for Affiliated Board Mem- 
bers. 


We endorse and recommend concur- 
rence in the following: That only the 
president of a subsidiary society or 
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club be entitled to represent such so- 
ciety or club under the plan of affilia- 
tion on the Executive Board and he 
cannot take his seat on the Executive 
Board without credentials from his or- 
ganization properly attested by the 
secretary thereof; and further recom- 
mend the drafting of suitable amend- 
ment to the constitution of this so- 
ciety to carry same into effect as here- 
inbefore provided by committee. 


Publicity. 


We endorse and recommend concur- 
rence in the recommendation of the 
president to have a Committee on Pub- 
licity and suggest that the Executive 
Committee at its neat meeting make 
a suitable appropriation to carry this 
into effect. 


National Credits and Collections 
Bureau. 


We have carefully considered the 
recommendation of our president with 
regard to the desirability of a more 
effective means of handling credits 
and collections, and believe that this 
work might well be taken up by a 
separate organization affiliated with 
this society as there is an urgent need 
as indicated by President Welch for 
some better machinery of a protective 
nature than is now available to us. 

This question is one of such vital 
importance and involves such detail 
that we are not prepared during the 
limited time during the convention 
period to make any further or more 
definite recommendation for your 
adoption than the foregoing. 


Development of American Products. 


Believing firmly and unequivocally 
in the solidarity of the American peo- 
ple of this United States, we note with 
approval the utterances of President 
Welch as to encouraging American 
products and endorse any movement 
tending to develop self-reliance and in- 
dependence where such development 
will beneficially affect our trade and 
avocation. 


Improved Voting Method in Annual 
Elections. 


We endorse and recommend concur- 
rence in the following recommenda- 
tion of President Welch, and their 


submission to the same committee as 
hereinbefore provided for to incorpor- 
ate in a proposed amendment to the 
constitution, to wit: 

That for election purposes a list of 
the members of this society be alpha- 
betically arranged in four books: 

Book No. 1 to include all names be- 
ginning with the letter “A” and ending 
with the letter “D.” 

Book No. 2 to include all names of 
members beginning with the letter 
‘E” and ending with the letter “K.” 

Book No. 3 to include all names be- 
ginning with the letter “L” and ending 
with the letter “R.” 

Book No. 4 to include all names be- 
ginning with the letter “S” and ending 
with the letter “Z.” 

One teller be appointed to check the 
names listed in each book, also one to 
receive the ballots. 

Your committee in conclusion be- 
lieve that we voice the unanimous 4p- 
proval of this organization of the spirit 
of devotion to the highest interests of 
this society which permeates the 
President's address and commend the 
zeal and devotion that he has evinced 
therein.

New 
Orleans was chosen for the next meet- 
ing. The address of Pres. Paul Hueb- 
ner follows: 

President’s Address. 

It certainly gives me great pleasure 
to-greet you on this auspicious occa- 
sion, the ninth annual meeting of our 
association, and to see so many of my 
fellow members gracing the occasion 
from far and near. It certainly shows 
a keen interest in our chosen profes- 
sion and I congratulate you. I also 
wish to congratulate you on the splen- 
did work you have accomplished dur- 
ing the past nine years. The progress 
has been marked in all sections of the 
country and we have come to be a 
power for progress such as we hardly 
dared to hope for in our modest be- 
ginning. This is true not only of the 
Atlantic Coast, but all over the coun- 
try to the far Pacific. Those of you 
who have visited the western roads not 
only in this country, but in Canada, 
can testify to the vast improvement 
in railroad gardening in recent years. 
I feel proud of the honor you have 
done me in electing me your president 
and it goes without saying that I have 
been anxious to do everything in my 
power to further the interests of our 
profession and place it on a still high- 
er standard. 

In the way of practical suggestions 
for appropriate action at this Conven- 
tion I would call your attention to the 
following features of organization: 

First, the permanent committees 
upon the several subjects under which 
all of our work may be grouped. It 
is intended that the membership in 
these committees be slightly changed 
each year, but that a broad scheme for 
the systematic development of each 
topic be followed continuously, work- 
ing from the most general aspects of 
the subject gradually into the details 
and collecting all available information 
upon each phase of the subject as we 
progress, as was stated in my recent 
letters to chairmen of committees. In 
this way we should ultimately accumu- 
late a large and orderly mass of facts 
of everyday value to railway garden- 
ers, especially, but also to gardening 
people in general, and such results 
should warrant a distinctive recogni- 
tion of our association for practical 
achievements. 

That indeed should be the sphere or 
slogan of our association, achieve- 
ments along lines of practical, horti- 
cultural work under a great variety of 
natural conditions. In order to ac- 
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complish a respected standing for our 
association in horticultural circles the 
conscientious effort of every member 
to produce the best possible report 
upon each topic that is assigned to 
them is absolutely necessary. Each 
problem should receive thorough in- 
vestigation in libraries as well as in 
the ground and among fellow garden- 
ers, and the report should be a com- 
plete and concise statement of the 
facts of practical value thus obtained. 

Second, the suggestion has been 
made that for our future meetings we 
follow the points of the compass in 
successive years; this is our northern 
meeting, let next year be our southern 
meeting, then an eastern and then a 
western meeting. Further, that the 
date of meeting be determined largely 
by the climate of the place where we 
will meet, later for northern situations 
and vice versa. Consideration should 
also be given, in this regard, to tim- 
ing the meetings so that we shall see 
some feature of horticultural interest, 
during the meeting, that meetings 
shall not be fixed closer than six 
months from the previous meeting and 
that, so far as possible, the meetings 
shall be held during our least busy 
season. I should like to have a full 
discussion of this matter with a pos- 
sible determination of our meeting 
places and dates for the remaining 
three years of this cycle. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, I wish to 
thank you in advance for your kind 
co-operation in the sessions to follow 
this, and for your careful and consci- 
entious work on the various commit- 
tees. May wisdom and harmony pre- 
vail in all our doings and may you all 
enjoy yourselves not only from the pro- 
fessional standpoint but in every other 
way, so that when we return to our 
homes we may all feel the wiser and 
ae happier for our experiences at De- 
troit.

Beans Deteriorating. 

Reports reaching us within a few 
days indicate that the bean crop is 
deteriorating every day, and this ap 
plies particularly to wax pod sorts, al- 
though green pods are also hard hit. 
This situation has been brought about 
as a result of excessive rains, and the 
damage comes so late there seems lit- 
tle hope of recovering. In fact, there 
is none, and if deterioration should 
cease now the crop situation would be 
almost as serious as last year. 

There is much pessimism about 
corn, and it will require a long open 
autumn free from frost to mature the 
crop. Both growers and dealers are 
reluctant to accept orders for this sea- 
son’s crop, or even old corn, as it is 
liable to be worth much more a few 
months hence. The same may be said 
of beans and peas, particularly beans. 
We may say here that the reports on 
the bean crops given herewith are 
mainly from Michigan, and while our 
information is not as authentic, we be- 
lieve conditions in New York State are 
little better. In fact it would be an ill 
informed or rash grower or dealer who 
would accept orders for beans in the 
present circumstances. These dealers 
who have failed to cover their require- 
ments will pay heavy toll for their pro- 
crastination, and they will find little 
sympathy anywhere. 





Tomatoes. 

Tomatoes are very late but there is 
little cause for anxiety here. A total 
failure of the crop no doubt would 
prove embarassing, but that is wholly 
improbable, and a considerable shrink- 
age in the output of both seed and 
canned tomatoes would be far from an 
unmixed evil. It is regrettable that a 
considerable shortage did not occur in 
canned peas and the seed, also, of the 
canning varieties. 

This is a good time for jobbing 
houses to go slowly. Crop conditions 
affecting most staples produced in this 
country are either bad or doubtful, 
while the European situation is an un- 
known quantity. 


Crop Report on Dutch Vegetable Seeds. 


The annual crop-report of Sluis & 
Groot, seedgrowers and merchants, of 
Enkhuizen, Holland, has been received 
in which they state that although the 
winter was very mild but a small per- 
centage of the biennials did set seed, 
generally speaking. By a continuous 
wet period in the preceding autumn, 
the plants were much weakened and 
the following spring brought no recov- 
ery for even then the weather was not 
at all favorable. Drought, cold and, 
worst of all, considerable frost in May 
and June kept the vegetation back- 
ward and many items could not be re- 
planted, and under the circumstances 
many growers simply ploughed up 
those poor looking fields. They con- 


clude that there will be in almost all 
articles a shortage more or less. Of 
the following items they give a more 
detailed account. 

Cauliflower—Scarcely better than aver- 
age. 

Cabbage and Red Cabbage—Small plant- 
ings in general and some varieties almost 
totally failing, especially Red Cabbage. 

Savoy, Brussels Sprouts and Borecole— 
Little better than the foregoing. 

Turnip and Swedes—Sufficiently planted 
but much ploughed up. In some districts 
the seed-pods are fearfully eaten by worms. 
Many sorts will give but a small crop. 

Kohlrabi—Almost total failure. 

Mangels and Sugar Beets—Although the 
stand is fair and in some places good, the 
total yield will be small. 

Beets—As with Mangels and Sugar Beets, 
much has been lost in consequence of the 
persistent drought, especially on the light 
grounds. 

Radish and Winter Radish—Small acre- 
age; though the stand may be considered 

ood, the crop will not answer the usual 

emand. 

Onion—Dutch flat yellow excepted, all 
sorts fail, so to speak. Of the Dutch 
blood-red there is some left, but Zittau is 
a total failure. Up till now the stand of 
what is left is very good. 

Garlic Bulbs—Small 
pretty good. 

Parsley—Sufficiently sown, but only little 
remained. Here and there very weak in 
consequence of the drought. 

Chervil—Very little left. Average stand. 

Spinach—We expect in general but a 
small crop. 

Cucumber—Of our. local sorts scarcely 
sufficient is planted, of others very little. 
In some districts late frosts have done 
much harm. Generally speaking the stand 
is poor. 

‘eas—Extraordinarily small acreage, es- 
pecially little of the wrinkled varieties. 
Average stand. There is a general expecta- 
tion of a small crop. 

Dwarf Beans—The variety “Best of All,” 
white seeded, was sown on a very large 
scale. Of other leading sorts the acreages 
are scarcely normal and of the by-sorts 
even very small. Up till the present the 
stand is pretty good, on average.

Of the other varieties only 
small patches, which look well. 

Celery—Very small crop. 

Flower Seeds—In consequence of the per- 
sistent drought in spring and even partly 
still in summer, planting conditions were 
very bad for the Annuals and scarcely a 
middling-crop is to be expected. The sown 
articles have partly suffered from late 
frosts, especially Nasturtiums. Nasturtium 
Tom Thumb irsufficient. May be Nastur- 
tium Tall may produce a middling crop. 
Myosotis and some other Biennials did not 
very well run to seed. The Perennials 
promise a good average crop. 





Spades Versus Shovels. 

The Treasury Department has made 
a ruling that is expected to go a long 
way toward solving the perplexities of 
customs men regarding the difference, 
for classification purposes, of spades 
and shovels. Up to this time there has 
been a wide variation in the practice 
at the several ports in returning these 
articles for duty. It is announced that 
following an investigation the depart- 
ment has decided upon these rules: 

Spades, both long-handled and D- 
handled and whether polished or 
black, are chiefly used for agricultural 
purposes, while ordinary shovels, both 
polished and black, and whether long- 
handled or D-handled, are chiefly used 
for purposes other than agriculture. In 
view of this conclusion, customs of- 
ficials will hereafter pass free of duty 
as agricultural implements, under Par- 
agraph 391, spades of the kinds men- 
tioned above, while shovels, either pol- 


ished or black, long-handled or D-han- 
dled, are to be assessed at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem as manufactures of metal, 
under Paragraph 167.

KNOWLEDGE.

nois and Massachusetts, also three 
leading growers who have held re- 
sponsible positions with large green- 
house establishments and who are 
well versed in the practical uses of 
commercial manures as practiced at 
this time among the most successful 
greenhouse establishments.

The accompanying illustration is 
from a photograph of the Dreer Gar- 
dens and Lawn in front of Convention 
Hall, Philadelphia.

One named 
Schwaben, which S. E. Spencer is send- 
ing in seems to have particularly 
caught the popular fancy and it, at 
least, can be sold. Asters are abun- 
dant, of course, many of them poor 
and a few of them excellent. Lily of 
the valley is in short supply and the 
initiated will have no trouble in sur- 
mising the reason. Lilies are in suffi- 
cient supply but not so badly over- 
stocked as they were. Of roses, there 
are more than enough and they are 
very good indeed for the season. 
There has been no im- 
provement in market 
conditions thus far. 
Stock is plentiful and there is very lit- 
tle business. Gladioli have not short- 
ened up and asters of ordinary quality 
have been plentiful. The late branch- 
ing asters are gradually coming in and 
some choice ones are seen and have 
had a fair sale: Lilies continue plen- 
tiful and sales slow. Roses are enough 
to supply all needs and lily of the val- 
ley and other stock is coming in nor- 
mal supply. Asparagus, smilax and 
greens are also plentiful with no spe 
cial demand.

most lines are clearing up fairly well, 
the cut at present being rather light 
though a prospect for an early increase 
in the output is apparent. Beauties 
have been moving well; most of the 
call is for medium 24 to 30 inch and 
these in most cases realize as good a 
return as the long-stemmed stock. 
Some very fine Russells may be had 
of various lengths of stem. Ophelia 
and Sunburst are fine and meet with 
good demand. There are more Killar- 
neys, both pink and white. Of the 
longer lengths, good flowers of ship- 
ping quality are rather scarce. Short 
Wards are hard to move. Hoosier 
Beauty is seen at a number of houses 
and meets with ready sale. This ap- 
pears to be a rose of great promise. 
Some good Maryland and Richmond 
may be had. Gladioli are still much 
in over supply, in spite of the fact that 
a number of growers. report being 
pretty well cut out and a good many 
others having stopped shipping to this 


market on account of the extremely 
low prices that have been realized. 
The later varieties of asters are now 
in full swing and have cleared fairly 
well and some very fine greenhouse- 
grown stock is seen. Chrysanthemum 
“Golden Glow” is shown in increasing 
numbers but they move rather slow. 
There is a good demand for lily of the 
valley which is a scarce article. Very 
few orchids are seen. Lilies are quite 
plenty and move none too well. There 
is a fair market for green goods, es 
pecially Asparagus plumosus sprays. 
Ferns move slowly. New crop carna 
tions have made their appearance 
though in short stems as yet, but the 
quality of bloom is good. 

The tail end of the 
Galveston storm hit 
this vicinity at the 
end of last week and the heavy rains 
probably caused very considerable 
damage to the outdoor cut flower

crops. The supply in the market is as 
heavy as it was while the demand for 
stock, although steady, has shown no 
marked improvement.

The new crop local Beauties have 
greatly improved and are now pre- 
ferred to the northern grown as they 
arrive in better condition. The hot 
weather is against even fine stock 
coming from a distance. The oversup- 
ply of lilies is past for the time being 
and prices have hardened up very 
considerably. Too many asters and 
much of the stock not top notch. The 
many heavy showers nearly every day 
and then the blaze of sunshine follow- 
ing has been apt to blister the flowers 
and make them spotty and unsalable 
to a large degree. Gladioli are selling 
better—at least there are not so many 
to throw away at the wind-up of the 
week’s business. The orchid market 
continues firm with supply slight!y in- 
creased. Vandas and oncidiums add a 
little variety to the cattleya standbys. 
There are oceans of white hydrangea 
heads and other outdoor flowers. 
Usual midsum- 
SAN FRANCISCO mer dullness has 
failed to mate- 
rialize here, as shown by the fact that 
stocks cleaned up as closely the past 
week as any time since the first of the 
year. Most lines are plentiful and 
where slightly short substitutes can 
be made, so the situation is highly sat- 
isfactory all around. Scabiosas, mari- 
golds, mignonette, marguerites, gypso- 
philas, coreopsis aad other summer 
flowers continue to move in exception- 
ally large quantities. Small sunflow- 
ers are popular. Chrysanthemums are 
more in evidence from day to day and 
the quality is excellent for the opening 
of the season. Monrovia, Golden Glow 
and October Frost are offered quite 
freely now, and Unaka, the large pink

variety, and the : ian yellow Crocus 
will probably put in an appearance 
next week. A limited amount of new 
carnations have arrived the last few 
days, which, however, do not attract 
much attention as the stems are short. 
Old cuttings are very scarce and the 
quality very poor. The supply of 
asters is enormous, but they all seem 
to find an outlet, as no surplus is re- 
ported in any quarter. Gladioli are 
hardly so plentiful, although some very 
nice Mrs. Francis King are still of- 
fered, as well as fine Niagara and a 
few Panama. On the other hand the 
supply of dahlias has increased some- 
what and the quality, if anything, 
averages better than it has for two or 
three weeks. Some of the rose offer- 
ings are nothing extra in quality and 
good stock is easily disposed of at 
firm prices. Not much improvement 
is expected before the middle of Sep- 
tember. Rubrum lilies are plentiful, 
good quality and cheap. Orchids are 
in a little better supply, but more 
could be sold if available. Gardenias 
clean up particularly well on account 
of the scarcity of orchids. 


It is difficult to write 
ST. LOUIS up the market as it 
really is and the prices 
obtained for stock. Business among 
the retailers was at a standstill, so the 
wholesalers have had a hard time in 
disposing of their consignments, which 
have been heavy of late. There are 
plenty of roses of all kinds, asters, 
field-grown carnations, tuberoses and 
gladioli. The latter have shortened up 
since the week previous, with the price 
a few cents higher this week. 
This has been a 
slightly better 
market for cut 
flowers during the past week or ten 
days and conditions are more hopeful. 
The glut of gladioli and asters is 
about over and those being received 
are in better quality. Roses have im- 
proved and are now coming in with 
longer stems. Dahlias have not as yet 
made their appearance in quantities 
sufficient to menace the sale of other 
stock. Carnations are decidedly off. 
Gardenias are not very plentiful and 
orchids are extremely scarce, with 
prices very high. The retailers report

which will amount to about $3,000. 
The Brazoe Greenhouses suffered very 
little—only three or four hundred 
glass lights being broken. The green- 
houses being modern stood the storm 
very well. 

Downtown the Forestdale Store suf- 
fered the loss of three big plate glass 
windows and considerable damage to 
the stock. Mr. Kerr’s conservatory 
and store were only slightly damaged 
due to the protection of several large 
brick buildings. Two plate glass win- 
dows were broken out of Kuhlmann’s 
downtown store. The Gulf Florist (a 
small greenhouse in the business cen- 
ter) was badly damaged. Henry 
Blecker at the Glenwood Cemetery, 
had the top blown off of his store, and 
some damages to his greenhouse. 

Mr. Kerr, in a letter to Horricut- 
TURE, says, that this storm was a bless- 
ing in disguise to the florists of Hous- 
ton. “While our losses are a little 
heavy, we will soon recover, and 
after talking it over, I _ believe 
|everyone will construct only mod- 
ern houses. In a year of two from 
now you will see modern greenhouses 
around Houston instead of the old 
shacks they have been using for the

THE LATE JOHN MACDILL CLARK. 

The death of John Macdill Clark, 
secretary of the Leonard Seed Com- 
pany of Chicago, was briefly an- 
nounced in our issue of last week. Mr. 
Macdill had been unwell for about 
three weeks. Becoming worse, he was 
operated upon at the West Suburban 
Hospital three days before his death, 
when it was discovered that he was 
suffering from ulceration of the stom- 
ach and recovery was impossible. 

Mr. Clark was born in Kirkcud- 
bright, Scotland, May 8, 1860. He 
came to this country with his parents 
at the age of 7 years and received his 
education in the public schools of New 


York. He first worked for a clothing 
firm, but soon left this position for one 
with the seed house of A. D. Cowan, 
New York. After this he worked 
successively for the Robert Buist Co., 
of Philadelphia, and Vaughan’s Seed 
Store, Chicago, until January 1, 1885, 
when he cast his lot with S. F. Leonard, 
and when the Leonard Seed Co. was 
incorporated in 1891 he was chosen 
secretary. 

For many years Mr. Clark had been 
prominent in the seed trade as an ex- 
pert in types, bringing a practical 
knowledge and experience to bear on 
the subject that gained for him a high 
place in the esteem and confidence of 
seed trade and agricultural circles. 
He was a member of the farmers’ in- 
stitute of the eighth congressional dis- 
trict, and for several years had been 
one of its directors. His business as- 
sociates pay him the respect of stating 
that to his even temper, untiring ef- 
forts and close attention to detail, to- 
gether with his efficient co-operation 
with the rest of the organization, is 
due to no small extent the unfaltering 
advance of the house. In his more 
than thirty years’ connection with the 
company there has never been a 
moment of friction. His associates 
will not try to fill his place; they will 
merely learn to do without him.
